Observations of a Judge. 

Clark, who attracted attention 
several years ago by declaring the 
eighteenth amendment invalid, was 
the first witness to urge strength- 
ening of the marginal provisions of 
the Fietcher-Rayburn market con- 
trol bill. .

PARTY LINE DIVISION 
ON BEER TAX BY CTY 


Twelve Republicans in Board 
of Aldermen Expected to 
Oppose Plan. 


A party division in the Board of 
Aldermen on the city liquor control 
ordinance, with the Democratic ma- 


lican minority opposing the gallon- 
age tax clause, is expected to de- 
velop at Friday’s meeting of the 


Board. 

The majority leaders hope to line 
up the 16 Democratic votes for the 
tax of 2 cents a gallon on 5 per 
cent beer made here for sale in the 
city, or imported into the city, and 
the corresponding tax at a higher 
rate on other liquors. 


The 12 Republican members are 
expected to stand together in op- 
posing the gallonage tax, as harm- 
ful to the local brewing industry, 
and likely to increase the cost of a 
glass of beer above 5 cents. 

Mayor Dickmann and City Coun- 
selor Hay have insisted on the gal- 
lonage tax, as being made neces- 
sary by the 3.2 per cent beer situa- 
tion. The state law authorizing 
sale of 3.2 beer prohibits the city 
from levying any tax on that prod- 
uct. Hay charges that the St. Louis 
brewing interests caused the law to 
be drawn in this shape. 

Many 3.2 beer venders are now 

elling hard liquor without restraint, 
and after the city ordinance is 
passed, administration leaders say 
it will be a difficult job to stop this 
profitable illicit business. Under 
these circumstances, the city offi- 
cials fear that not many persons 
will wish to pay the $600 which city 
and state retail licenses will cost, 
while the 3.2 dealers, paying only 
$10 for state permits, take much of 
the trade from them. 
So, the argument runs, the brew- 
eries, having created this situation, 
must help the city to meet it “by 
paying the gallonage tax on 5 per 
cent beer. The tax is estimated to 
yield the city $250,000 a year or 
more. / 


$37,500 PREFERRED CLAIM

Kenneth Stout Names Clar- 


Part Himself in Killing 
in 1930. 


Kenneth Stout, convict in the Jef- 
ferson City penitentiary, told a jury 
in Circuit Judge Hogan’s court to- 


bers who killed Henry Muehlen- 
bach in an attempted holdup of 
his grocery on the night of Feb. 5, 
1930. : 7 
He named Clarence L. Billman, 
who is on trial for the murder, as 
one of his companions, and said the 
third man was Robert O’Malley, 
now serving a prison sentence in 
Massachusetts. O'Malley, Stout 
said, was the one who fired the shot 
which killed Muehlenbach. 
The grocer, who made a practice 
of praying for his customers, was 
shot as he arose from his knees, 
disobeying a command of the rob- 
bers to hold up his hands. Stout, 
in his testimony, did not touch on 
the prayer incident. 
Before he began, I. Joel Wilson, 
attorney for Billman, asked Judge 
Hogan to advise Stout of his con- 
stitutional right to refuse to testi- 
fy, and to inform him that his state- 
ments might result in having him 
charged with the murder. Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Flynn said he 
already had advised Stout on that 
score, and the witness, confirming 
Flynn’s statement, went on to tell 
of the murder.

Director Meyers in Present- 
ing It Says Departments 
Usually Ask for More 
Than They Get. 


CITY BUDGET R 


City departments, which will have 
expended $17,842,081 during the fis- 
cal year 1933-34, have asked for 


$22,298,124, or an increase of §$4,- 
456,043 for the year 1934-35. ‘This 
was shown in the report of Arthur 


C. Meyers, city budget director, 
submitted to the Board of Estimute 
and Apportionment today when it 
began formal consideration of the 
budget and tax rate. 

Department estimates are neacly 
always larger than the amounts 
which the departments get when 
the budget is made up, and usually 
are larger than the department 
heads expect to get. Meyers points 
this out in his letter to the Board 
of Estimate, and refers to some of 
the department requests in detail. 
The Police Department is ask- 
ing an increase of $903,197, Meyers 
says, and of this $700,000 is for new 
police stations. That $700,000 item 
is also included in the proposed 
$16,300,000 bond issue, to be voted 
on May 15, and the understanding 
is that if the bond issue provision 
passes, the $700,000 item will be 
eliminated from the Police Depart- 
ment budget. 

To meet the bonded indebtedness 
entailed by the street improvement 
rogram, Meyers suggests that an 
additional %-cent tax be placed on 
gasoline, the proceeds to go into 
the sinking fund for retirement of 
street improvement bonds. Such a 
tax, when levied recently for relief 
purposes, yielded the city $450,000 
9 year. It would not do to make 
the additional tax more than %- 
cent a gallon, Meyers said, as that 
would place the dealers of St. Louis 
at a disadvantage in competition 
with those of the East Side. There 
is now a %-cent city tax on gas- 
oline. + 
Won't Estimate Revenue. 

“Tt is still to early to make an 
accurate forecast of municipal rev- 
enue income,” Myers said, “but we 
will be fortunate if our collection ex- 
perience for 1934-35 is as good as 
for 1933-34. Therefore it is unlike- 
ly that there will be increases to 
justify expansion of municipal ac- 
tivities.” 

Meyers referred also to the prob- 
lem of bonded indebtedness, which, 
he said, “will necessitate consider- 
able increase of the tax rate, for 
that purpose, unless new sources of 
revenue can be provided.” 

Meyers presented tables to show 
where the increases in municipal 
expenditure are sought. The De- 
partment of Public Welfare, which 
includes city institutions, Health 
and Hospital Commissioners, parks 
and airport, is asking for increases 
in all branches, amounting to $726,- 
928. The increase asked for the 
City Sanitarium is $113,563; parks, 
$110,217; and City Hospital, $81,079. 

Some Increases Asked for. 
The Department of Public Safety 
is asking for an increase of $689,- 
841, of which $594,022 is for Fire 
Department. The Department of 
Streets and Sewers asks $1,128,291 
increase, of which the biggest items 
are $282,667 in refuse collection and 
$221,319 in sewer maintenance. The 
Department of Public Utilities asks 
$510,593 increase,\of which $133,099 
is for municipal power plants.

values, etc., services may have to 
be curtailed still further.” 

A Few Decreases. 

Items in the department esti- 
mates which show a decrease from 
the past year’s expenditures are 
few. They are, with the decrease 
shown in each case: 

Rent and insurance, $5000; judg- 
ments, $10,000; scales, $1122; Civil 
Courts, $16,859; Juvenile Court, 
$1250; Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, $33,850; Circuit Court for 
Criminal Causes, $20,900; street, al- 
ley and public lighting contract, 
$200,000; Streets and Sewers De- 
partment, Director’s and Commis- 
sioner’s office, $25,952; bridge main- 
tenance, $2046; stable section, $8226;

concept of jurisprudence which per- 
mits-facile disregard of the Consti- 
tution as long interpreted and re- 
spected will inevitably lead to its 
destruction.” 

“Then,” he continued, “all rights 
will be subject to the caprice of the 
hour: Government by stable laws 
will pass.” 

How the Court Divided. 

The majority opinion, written by 
Justice Roberts and concurred in 
by Chief Justice Hughes and Jus- 
tice Brandeis, Stone and Cardozo, 
held that the milk industry, while 
not a’ public utility, was “affected 
with a public interest,” and ‘was, 
therefore, subject to Governmental 
regulation. 

The minority group, consisting of 
Justices McReynolds, Van Devan- 
ter, Sutherland and Butler, held 
that the New York law contravened 
the “equal rights” and “due process” 
clauses of the Fourteenth amend- 
ment of the Federal Constitution 
‘and was, therefore, invalid. 

The case came to the Supreme 
Court on the appeal of Leo Nebbia, 
a small grocer of Rochester, N. Y., 
who was fined $5 for selling two 
quarts of milk and “giving, away” 
a five-cent loaf of bread for 18 cents 
after the New York Milk Control

Reasoning. 
The minority opinion held that 
the price-fixing law was unconsti- 
tutional and if sustained would give 
Governments far-reaching power 

over all necessary industries. 
“This,” said Justice McReynolds, 
“is not regulation, but management, 
control, dictation—it amounts to the 
deprivation of the fundamental 


right which one has to conduct his‘ 


own affairs honestly and along cus- 
tomary lines. The argument ad- 
vanced here would support general 
prescription of prices for farm 
products, groceries, shoes, clothing, 
all the necessities of modern civil- 
ization, as well as labor, when some 
legislature finds and declares such 
action advisable and for the = 
good. 9? 

“This court has declared that a 
state may not by legislative fiat 
convert a private business into a 
public utility, and if it be now 
ruled that one dedicates his prop- 
erty to public use whenever he em- 
barks om an enterprise which a 
legislature may think it~ desirable 
to bring under control, this is but 
to declare that rights suaranteed 
by the Constitution exist only so 
long as supposed public interest 
does not require their extinction. 
To adopt such a view, of course, 
would put an end to liberty. under 
the Constitution.” 

“No Finding of Emergency” 

Justice McReynolds quoted at 
length from the New York Court 
of Appeals decision in which the 
New York Court stated it upheld 
the validity of the act because it 
was a temporary meastre-to meet 
an existing emergency. 

“There was no definite finding 
of an emergency,” said Justice Mc- 
Reynolds, “by the court upon con- 
sideration of established fact and 
no pronouncement that conditions 
were accurately reported by a legis- 
lative committee. 

“Was the legislation upheld be- 
cause only temporary and for an 
emergency; or was it sustained up- 
on the view that the milk business

Ex Parte Milligan Cited. 

The minority opinion intimated 
that the majority opinion contra- 
dicted the opinion of the Supreme 
Court in the famous Civil War case, 
known as ex parte Milligan (1866) 
4 Wall 2, 120, which has been cited 
by Senator Borah and Representa- 
tive James M. Beck in their at- 
tacks on some of the recent na- 
tional emergency relief and recov- 
ery measures. That opinion said in 
part: 

“Those great and good men (who 
drafted the constitution) foresaw 
that -tBoublous times would arise, 
when rulers and people would be- 
come restive under restraint, and 
seek by sharp and decisive measure 
to accomplish ends deemed just and 


constitutional liberty would be in 
peril, unless established by irrepeal- 
able law. .. . The constitution of 
the United States is a law for rulers 
and people, equally in war and 
peace, and covers with the shield of 
the protection all classes of men, 
at all times and under all circum- 
stances. No doctrine, involving 
more pernicious consequences, was 
ever invented by the wit of man 
than that any of its provisions can 
be suspended during any of the 
great exigencies of Government. 
Such a doctrine leads directly to 
anarchy or despotism.” 

“The fourteenth amendment,” ob- 
served Justice McReynolds, “wholly 
disempowered the several states to 
‘deprive any person of life, libery 
or property without due process of 
law.’ The assurance of each of 
these things is the same. If now 
liberty or property may be struck 
down because of difficult circum- 
stances, we must expect that here- 
after every right must yield to the 
voice of an impatient majority 
when stirred by distressful exigen- 
cy. Amid the turmoil of civil war 
Milligan was sentenced; happily, 
this court intervened. Constitu- 
tional guaranties are not to be 
‘thrust to and fro and carried about 
by every wind of doctrine. They 
were intended to be immutable so 
long as within our charter. Rights 
shielded today should remain inde- 
feasible today and tomorrow. Cer- 
tain fundamentals have been set 
beyond experimentation; the Con- 
stitution has released them from 
control by the-State. Again and 
again this court has so declared.” 

Munn v. Illinois.

“At least,” declared Justice Mc- 
Reynolds, “we must inquire con- 
cerning its purpose and decide 
whether the means proposed have 
reasonable relation to something 
within legislative power—whether 
the end is legitimate, and the means 
appropriate. If a statute to pre- 
vent conflagrations should require 
householders to pour oi] on their 
roofs as a means of curbing “he 
spread of fire when discovered in 
the neighborhood we could hardly 
uphold it. Here, we find direct in- 
terference with guaranteed rights 
defended upon the ground that the 
purpose was to promote the public 
welfare by increasing milk prices 
at the farm. Unless we can affirm 
that the end proposed is proper 
and the means adopted have rea- 
sonable relation to it, this action is 
unjustified.” 

The minority challenged the ar- 
gument that the fixed milk price 
would benefit the farmer and de- 
crease production. “The prime 
causes of the difficulties will 
main,” the minority declared. 
“Nothing indicates early. decreased 
output. Demand at low prices be- 
ing wholly insufficient, the pro- 
posed plan is to raise and fix high- 
er minimum prices at the stores 
and thereby aid the producer whose 
output and prices re: unre- 
strained.” 

“Arbitrary Interference.” 


“Not only does the statute inter-

In conclusion the minority said: 
“The statement by the court be- 
low that, ‘doubtless the statute be- 
fore us would be condemned by an 
earmer generation as a temerarious 
interference with the right of prop- 
erty and contract ... with the 
natural law of supply and demand,’ 
is obviously correct. But another 
that ‘statutes aiming to stimulate 
the production of a vital food prod- 
uct by fixing living standards of 
prices for the producer, are to be 
interpreted with that degree of lib- 
erality which is essential] to the at- 
tainment of the end in view,’ con- 
flicts with the views of constitu- 
tional rights accepted since the be- 
ginning. 

“An end, although apparently de- 
sirable, cannot justify inhibited 
means. Moreover, the challenged 
act was not designed to stimulate 
production — there was too much 
milk for the demand and no pros- 
pect of less for several years; also 
‘standards of prices’ at which the

“The Legislature cannot lawfully 
destroy guaranteed rights of one 
man with the prime purpose of en- 
riching another, even if for the mo- 
ment this may seem advantageous 
to the public.

“The boards have not performed 
their work in a satisfactory man- 
ner,” Niess said. “If abolished. their 
work will be done by a new board 
of review of three members, not 
elective, as provided by a. statute 
which automatically becomes effec- 
itive if the referendum carries. One 
of the members would be the chair- 
man of the board of supervisors, 
and the other two would be ap- 
pointed by the Judge of the County 
Court. The party in powér of the 
board of supervisors, is entitled to 
a majority of two members on the 
board of review. The other member 
is to be of the opposition party. 
These members can receive only $5 
a day when they are in session, 
and must perform their work from 
June to September. The township 
assessors are paid not by the coun- 
ty as is now done, but by the 
township. The county treasurer 
acts as supervisor. } 
Suggests Another Plan. 
“However, I do not thing’ that 
even the statute to become effective 
if the boards are abolished pro- 
vides the most désirable system. I 
am not after a place on the board 
of review myself, and I do not think 
the job of competently assessing 
property will be done until legisla- 
tion is passed for the county, giv- 
ing it a board of qualified men, free 
of political influences. I will advo- 
cate such legislation if the boards 
are abolished.” 
The St. Clair County Taxpayers’

WASHINGTON, March 6. — The 

Senate passed and sent to the 
President yesterday for signature a 
bill authorizing him to establish fish 
and game sanctuaries and a bill 
providing for co-ordination of the 
conservation activities of the Gov- 
ernment departments and providing 
for giving consideration to wild 
life when public works are  con- 
structed. 

The House yesterday passed and 
sent to the Senate a bill providing 
a license of $1 for hunters of migra- 
tory waterfowl. It does not apply, 
however, to persons less than 16 
years of age or to resident owners 
hunting on their own property. 

Discussing the bills, Con- 
gressman Glover (Dem.), Arkansas, 
said, “they dovetail together and 
make a complete system for the 


care of wild life in the United 
States.” 
The Senate bill authorizing fish 


and game sanctuaries provides for 
co-operation between the Federal 
Government and the States in their 
establishment. 

Senator Pittman introduced in 
the Senate a resolution, supported 
by Senator Clark and others, pro- 
viding an appropriation of $15,000 
to be expended by a special com- 
mittee set up by the Senate to in- 
vestigate the conservation of wild 
animal life.

French Official, Prevented From Taking 
Poison, Denies Receiving Money From 
“ $40,000,000 Swindler.

PARIS, March 6.—Henri Hurilaux, 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney of 
the Court of Appeals, has been 
ousted on the ground that there 
were relations between him and 


the late Serge Stavisky. Hurlaux 
attempted to take poison when ir- 
formed of the order. He was dis- 
missed after the discovery of a let- 
ter he was accused of writing to” 
Stavisky, founder of the Bayonne 
Municipal Pawnshop which col- 
lapsed’ with losses of $40,000,000 to 
investors. 

Hurlaux, who was prevented from 
taking poison which was in his 
pocket, was taken to a hospital, 
where he wrote’ a letter declaring 
he had never taken money from 
Stavisky and had never rendered 
him any services. ' 

Minister of Justice Henri Cheron 
ordered Hurlaux’s removel not, it 
was said, because he served Sta- 
visky, but because he was “indis- 
crete” in associating with the 
swindler. Stavisky killed himself 
when police were about to arrest 
him. 

Hurlaux was the chief secretary 
of former Minister of Justice Dal- 
imier from Nov. 2 until Nov. 27, 
1933. Dalimier himself quit the 
cabinet Jan. 8 because of the Sta- 
visky affair. 

Mme. Arlette Stavisky, widow of 
the swindler, was taken today be- 
fore the members of the commis- 
sion assigned by the Chamber of 
Deputies to investigate the pawn 
shop fraud. The widow was smug- 
gled into the chamber through a 


was dressed in black. Her personal 
appearance drew the biggest audi- 
ence the commission has yet had 
since it began its sessions last week. 

Mme. Stavisky pictured Jean 
Chiappe, who was dismissed as Pre- 
fect of Paris police because of his 
alleged connections with Stavisky, 
as an acquaintance of her husband 
when the latter was at the height 
of his success. 

“Chiappe is a fine fellow,” she 
quoted her husband as saying, add- 
ing that he was faithful to his 
friends. 

The dismissal of Chiappe by the 
Daladier Government led to the 
first day of rioting which led to 
the cabinet’s overthrow. Chiappe 
denied that he was an intimate of 
Stavisky’s. 

In the search for the assassins 
of Judge Albert Prince on the eve 
of his making disclosures in the 
Stavisky case, police said they were 
making progress. 

A fresh autopsy was ordered to- 
day after the discovery of poison 
during an autopsy on Prince’s body 
yesterday. 

Prince was stabbed and tied to 
a railroad track near Dijon Feb. 
21, after“being lured to that city 
by a false message telling him that 
his mother was ill. 

The twenty-first accusation con- 
nected with the Stavisky scandal 
was made to the police today. The 
man accused is former Deputy Ed- 
mond Boyer, the Mayor of Angers. 
He was charged with “receiving 
stolen goods” since he was listed 
in Stavisky’s old check book as 
having received a check for 800,000

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SHIP SUBSIDY PLAN 
QUTLINED BY ROPER 


Federal Aid for Building, Op- 
e eration and Trade De- 
velopment Favored. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Roper in a radio 
address last night outlined a new 
ship subsidy plan. 


“It seems to me,” he said, “that 
the present system of aid in the 
form of compensation for the carry- 
ing of ocean mails might properly 
be replaced by specific subsidies 
granted for the maintenance of 
essential services.” 

The plan advanced by Roper 
would provide at least three types 
of subsidy, for construction, oper- 
ating and trade development as- 
sistance. 

Outlining the procedure by which 
the Government would determine 
the necessity for aid to certain 
lines, he said: 

“As Government aids to shipping 
have as their objective the estab- 
lishment of an efficient and ulti- 
mately self-sustaining merchant 
marine, the essential trade routes 
to be served should be determined 
by analyzing the flow and volume 
of traffic with due consideration to 
such other factors as defense re- 
quirements, trade policies, and in- 
dustrial and agricultural needs. 
When these requirements are de- 
termined, Government aid should 
be given to ship lines necessary to 
fulfill these requirements and ‘aid 
should be withheld from other do-: 
mestic operators seeking to enter 
competition with the line already 
receiving Government aid. 

“The subsidies granted should be 
based on differentials in building 
and operating costs, but should be 
flexible enough to permit adjust- 
ments as changes in conditions and 
circumstances may warrant. Fur- 
thermore, subsidies should not be 
granted to more than one line com- 
peting in the same route.”

After two fa- 
talities in riots, the Legislature took note of the 
emergency by setting up a milk control board and fix- 
ing minimum milk prices, not only for the amount 
that might be paid to dairymen, but for those which 


Leo Nebbia, a cut-rate grocer in Rochester, sought 
to continue his underselling practices in distributing 
milk by giving a loaf of bread to each purchaser of 
two quarts of milk. He was prosecuted as a violator 
of the statute, although he had not actually lowered 
the retail price of the milk. The New York courts 
found Nebbia guilty and, when he appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court from the New York 
Court of Appeals, the State of New York joined in 
requesting a decision by the high court. 
Justice Roberts spoke for the majority. He admit- 
ted that the dairy industry is not a public utility 
in the accepted sense. He agreed with the cut-rate 
rétailer that there was no issue of monopolistic prac- 
tice. But, he reasoned, since the production and 
marketing of milk is subject to regulation in the 
public interest, and in view of the absence of con- 
stitutional restrictions preventing a state from cor- 
recting existing maladjustments by legislation touch- 
ing prices, the New York statute must be upheld. 
Disposing of the due pfocess argument on which the 
private property view falls back, Justice Roberts said: 


Under our form of Government the use of prop- 
erty and the making of contracts are normally 
matters of private and not of public concern... 
But neither property rights nor contract rights 
are absolute; for Government cannot exist if the 
citizen may at will use his property to the detri- 
ment of his fellows, or exercise his freedom of 
contract to work them harm. © Equally funda- 
mental with the private right is that of the pub 
lic to regulate it in the common interest... .

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DELEGATING TARIFF POWER TO THE PRESIDENT. 
Ding, cartoonist for the anti-administration New 
York Herald Tribune, shows Congress fleeing from 
the President in a barrel entitled “Tariff Powers”, 
leaving its other prerogatives in the President’s pos- 
session. The President is beckoning Congress to re- 
turn, and the caption of the cartoon is “Now, Let’s 
Have That Barrel, Please!” 

The cartoon refers to the President’s recent mes- 
sage asking for permission to conclude reciprocal 
tariff agreements with other nations, including the 
right to raise or lower duties by 50 per cent. There 
is nothing new or startling in the President’s idea.

Nor is there anything new in delegation of the 
tariff-making authority to the President.

It was twenty-two-year- 
old .Evgenie Trophimovna Sack 
speaking. We were atop a partial- 
ly-constructed blast furnace at the 
Kuznetz steel plant.

She was 
one of more than 10,000 women en- 
gaged at Kuznetz on every kind of 
work from pick-and-shovel up to 
that of engineer. 


On all sides were the lights of 
the steel plant, and of the city in 
the wilderness, which it had brought 
into existence. A few hundred 
yards away was a reddish glow, 
which indicated the location of the 
electric coke ovens. 

“As it is, I get along very well 
with the men working under me,” 
Evgenie continued. “And I don't 
shout at them either. At first I 
had to prove I knew what I was 
talking about, I had an argument 
with my first boss. He was pretty 
hard-boiled, and I guess I was the 
first one ever to contradict him 
on the job. I stuck by my guns and 
afterwards we were good friends. 

“Being a woman, I have to work
